knowing if Subject reported on his relationship to the German I«5* during the 
I Second World War and especially if he said ax>ything intimating that he is now in 
contact with UPSIVING personnel* 

2* According to UI^WXNSj Subject clnima that in connection with hia effort a 
to secure pemiBsion to enter the United State% since early October 1957 he has 
fre. uently been susnoned to the American Consulate In Paris where in each case the 
Vice Consul questioned hia oonceming his background* The first conversation 
chiefly concerned the question of Subject's remaining in Poland in 1945 his 
joining the Coninunist Party* In Ihe second conversation, the Vice Consul gave Sub- 
ject to understand that he was suspected of working vdth the i^vlet Intelllgenee 
Service* Very precise questions were placed before Cubjeot, especially coneemlng 
the years 19US and 1941« Consulate was well inlbrmed on Subject's background* 

It was known, for exaaiplje, that his wife had attempted to contact him in Poznan in 
January 1945* Object allegedly thought he remembered that he had told this to 
UTSVfDC and deduced that UTSW1N& had briefed the American I*5* about his person* 

UPSl'/IlTi informed Subject that hia wife's attempt to contact him in 1945 was unknown 
and asked for further details* Subject then stated that his vdfe had travelled ^ 

from Stargard to Posnaa in order to visit him on 21 January 1945, his birthday* 

She was not allowed inside the POW oompound and a letter which she left with tb 
guard did not recch hia until edjc or seven hours later by which time she had aXf^E^T. 
ready started retariUng home* 









According to 'jpSVXNLi, Subject claims that he described his background 
the American Consulate in the some form he had described it to UPSWING (i*e* as| 
per Attachment A of Heferenoa)* On 5 November 1957 the Vice Conaul allegedly 
Subject that Xlthuanlan moigres in the United States had spoken out against hisiL 



Subject was told that it was not known if or when he would receive permission tppr 
enter the United States and Washington would first have to eafely know thnL 

he v.as not a Russian agent* Subject alleged that after his return to Paris hs \ \ 

would provide the Consulatefwritten account of his activities during the years 194C 
and 1941* Subject alleKedlr was to include as character references in this reports

was mentioned in Referenoe at Base files contain no traces of the others.) Sub- 
ject reportedly claiaed he was not (^estioned about hie cooperation with the 
Germans durinj^ the Second World War. Xt wae known to the Consulato that Subject 
had already hoen to the Federal Republic twice elnee his curival in France. Sub- 
ject reportedly accounted for these tripe ae visits to acquaintances. 

^^ject was allegedly saimened to the ''Olrection General de la Surete' 
Nationals* at 0930 on 7 November \957 at Faris^ Sausaies 11, where he was thorough- 
ly interrogated. Subject allegedly is convinced that S, BaOKIS (see reference), 
HlAister of the lithuonian i^lo Government in France, made extensive stateneots 
about his person to the french X.S.
